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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/13/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-20 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

□ The prior art fails to teach apparatus/method and methods of Claim 1 3 and 1 9 
that specifically comprises the following: 

-- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention patented in Pat. No. US 4,151,609, US 
4,720,812, US 5,530,725, US 5,550,872, US 5,568,443, US 6,438,570. The 
improvement comprises that 

With regard claim 13, "a third receiver chip for receiving from said digital 
combiner circuit, said third receiver chip comprising a front-end section, equalizer 
and a back-end section, wherein said third receiver chip receives said combined 
output signal at said back-end section; and a common bus coupled to said first 
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and second tuners, to said first and second receiver chips and to said digital 
combiner circuit" as recited; 

With regard claim 19, "weighting said first and second digital signals 
based on a signal quality indicator value; adding said weighted digital signals; 
passing a combined output signal into a back-end section of a third receiver 
chip." as recited.
